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TARIFF BILL. 


Speculation^- Rife' in Washington 


as to Its Fate. 


PHYSICIANS AND SURGEONS. 


The Date When the .Final Vote on Its 


Passage Will Be Taken: 


Estimates Given By Prominent Democratic 


Senators Range From the 15th to the 


8Otli of, June—Senator Sherroaii In- 


tends to Open the Sugar Debate. 


"WASHINGTON, May 29.—Speculation 
as to the fate of the tariff bill is now 
concerned, first, with' the fate 6f the 
sugar schedule, and then with the date 
when the final vote upon the passage 
of the'bill is Jlikely to be taken. The 
week opens with.very divided opinion 
ns to the result of various amendments 
which, will be offered to the sugar 
schedule. 


The reason why the discussion of the^ 


sugar schedule is so important is not 
merely because of its probable sensa- 
tional character, but because any radi- 
cal change in .that schedule, such as the 
restoration of bounty on domestic raw 
sugar, or tlie admission of foreign raw 
sugar free of duty, would mean almost 
the certain defeat of the entire bill. To 
accomplish this purpose republican 
leaders in the senate will devote all 
their energies during the coming week. 
If they fail it will be because they do 
not command the entire strength of 
tHeir party. 


Senator Sherman intends to open the 


debate upon the sugar schedule, which 
he will do as soon as the. schedule of 
wood and manufactures of wood is fin- 
ished. 


Opinions differ very radically among 


even republican senators as to when a 
final vote upon the bill will be taken. 
Estimates now given by such demo- 
cratic senators as Urice, 
Faulkner, 


Jones and Voorhees range from the 
15th to the 20th of June. Some western 
republicans, especially the silver re- 
publicans, such as Dubois and Shoup, 
of Idaho; Teller, of Colorado, and 
.Tones, of Nevada, agree in general with 
these democratic estimates, although 
none of them will go so far as to pin 
their judgment to any positive date. 


Other republican senators do not be- 


lieve that a vote can be reached before 
July, Senator Higgins, of Del--vare, 
said Monday that he could not. see how 
a vote could possibly be reached, even 
without any delay whatever, at the 
Litest date fixed by democrats, June 20. 


Shortly after Senator Walsh took the 


floor Monday to speak, on the tariff 
question, Senators Hale, Aldrich, Lodge/ 
and a few other republicans met in the 
committee room of Mr. Hale for the 
purpose of discussing the situation and 
considering the advisability of calling 
a caucus within the-next few days for 
a party discussion of the .line of cam- 
paign to be pursued in the debate and 
final action on the sugar schedule. The 
republicans believe they have it in 
their power to control the senate on 
this matter. 


After a. proposition to maintain the 


present bounty is voted down, as it un- 
doubtedly will be, the minority will, 
according to their present programme, 
move to put siigar on the free list. In 
this they expect to have the assistance 
of a few democrats and at least one of 
the populists. It can be asserted that 
if this motion, is made by a republican 
it will be done at a time when the re- 
publicans believe they have the votes 
to defeat the committee's proposition, 
nnd the motion will not be made until 
this vote is assured. 


Tracks Torn Up. 


STAUNTON, 111., May'29.—The strik- 


ing miners employed by the Madison 
Coal Co., on learning that slack was be- 
ing shipped to St. Louis on its own 
railroad, which 
connects with 
the 


Clover Leaf road, tore up the tracks 
Monday night, broke switches, pushed 
empty, cars down the grade, and tore 
up the company's system of piping used 
to fill the water tanks from a spring. 
Now the strikers intend to prevent the 
company mining coal for the Wabash 
railroad trains. H. Prange & Sons' 
flouring mill at New Douglass has been 
forced to close on account of the coal 
famine.

ing fraternity of this vicinity were 
very much excited Monday night over 
the numerous arrests made by the 
sheriff's deputies, and many threats of 
trouble have been made.

The agitators among the strikers are 


making an effort to arouse the anarch- 
istic element to destroy the militia by 
bombs, on the grounds that the prison- 
ers being taken are prosecuted and 
abused; that they are compelled to 
slave for the militia,' and are being 
abused by them. 


Warrants ace out for the leading riot- 


ers to the number of sixty. Monday 
afternoon and evening ten were cap- 
tured and placed in the guardhouse. 
Tliis bunch will be locked up in the 
county jail in Ottawa Tuesday, as will 
the arrests of each day, until all are be- 
hind the bars. They are principally 
Russian Poles, notorious diameters. 
Batrowski, the suspected spy, who was 
so badly beaten by the rioters Friday 
last, is missing, and the authorities be- 
lieve he has been foully dealt with or 
spirited away to prevent prosecution. 


Gov. 
Altgeld has been requested to 


send troops from La Salle to Marshall 
county to quell the rioters who have 
been wrecking trains. 
The sheriff 


wired Gov. Altgeld Monday night. 
The Illinois Central road will furnish 
a special train, and the troops will un- 
doubtedly move Tuesday morning.

ern and central fields. Whenever 
the northdru operators would enter 
into an agreement with the-ir miners 
the central and southern field oper 
ators would get a large amount of their 
trade. In the present international 
fight the operators of the central and 
southern part of the state stood in the 
way of an agreement from one end of 
the country to another." 


Continuing, Mr. MeUride said

monious action might be secured.

The activity of the 
Pocahontas operators nnd the gradual 
resumption in the Cumberland region is 
a bitter pill for the Pennsylvania, ope- 
rators to swallow. The coul mined liy 
them is brought indirect competition 
with .t,he Pennsylvania coul and yet the 
miners employed by the latter ask for 
wages at the rate of fifty cents a gross 
ton, 
whereas tho Cumberland miners 


work for forty cents a ton and the Po- 
cahontas men,,mostly negroes, receive 
only twenty-five cents a ton. 


While the searcily'of soft coal contin- 


ues the producers and shippers of an- 
thracite arc ruflping a harvest. Ship- 
ments have increased enormously, and 
it is probable that the coal sales agents 
at their regular monthly meeting in 
New York Tuesday will advance the 
price on all sixes'nt least twenty-five 
cents a ton.

The month of March last was a 


phenomenally warm month, March 
22 being the warmest day, so far 
as 
the weather bureau has any 


record, that ever occurred in that 
month. In some parts of the South 
Atlantic states there was a tempera- 
ture of eighty-eight degrees, and the- 
heat was followed by severe thunder- 
storms. But, according to some old 
weather records kept in Vermont, the 
month of February, 1842, wns decided- 
ly tropical in that state. By the third 
of the month grasshoppers were jump- 
ing around, squirrels had irmde their 
appunrance and frogs were scon in the 
ponds. The mornings rose bright and 
sunny, and the south \vinds were soft 
and springlike; but there was a great 
scarcity of money, and the laboring- 
man could find little or nothing to do. 
On Juno 11, of the same year, there 
was a blustering snowstorm, the snow 
falling to the depth of three inches. 
On June 14 there was a slight frost, 
and at subsequent periods in tho same 
month ii;o formed a half-inch thick, 
while a breath as of winter wind 
swept through the valleys.

There are certain 'tariff fanatics in 


various parts of the. country who ure 
discharging democrats from tlieir em- 
ployment, or making: discrimination 
against democrats. There was a rather 
celebrated case in Ohio in Mr. McKin- 
ley's district two or three years ago, 
where u manufacturing firm discharged 
a number of men with whom they 
found no fault except that they had 
voted for Mr." McKinley's opponent. 
There was another case of the siime 
kind at Korwalk,' Conn., a few days 
ago, and there is a fresh outbreak at 
Ambler, Pa., where a manufacturing 
company has given public, notice that 
it will hereafter give a preference to 1 
republicans as against democrats. It! 
is a curious state of mind that these 
people have got themselves into. They 
are all working1, tooth and nail, to de- 
feat the Wilson bill, and they must 
gain a certain number of democratic 
votes in house and senate.

Democratic working- 
men are7 as much opposed to wage- 
reduction as republicans. They believe 
that ll\e tar fi is not a factor in deter- 
mining the rate of wages. A resolution 
to this effect was actually passed by 
the Amalgamated Association of Iron 
and Steel Workers at Pittsburgh at or 
about the, time of the strike in the 
Carnegie works at Homestead, but the 
republicans managed to prevent the 
publication of it at the time. Now, 
why may not the meu in the Norwalk 
iron works and in the chemical factory 
at Ambler, Pa , honestly hold the same 
opinion? 
Home of them—indeed, all 


who look to Henry George as an au- 
thority—hold tnat a protective tariff 
reduces wages, and this is the opinion 
of the Evening Post also. Cannot a 
man hold th s view, and vote it when 
the timo for voting comes, without 
being discharged fi-otn employment in 
consequence? Let us put ;i hypotheti- 
cal case. Suppose that the Amalga- 
mated association and kindred bodies 
throughout the country should pass a 
resolution that the discharge of work- 
men for their political beliefs would 
constitute a ground for strikes. Cer- 
tainly the political party discriminated 
against would make common, cause 
with the strikers. Then suppose that 
the militia were called out to deal with 
the strike, as they wore at Homestead. 
Is it likely that the democrats would 
respond with any heartiness to such a 
cnll? Is it not likely that they would 
find means in every case to make the 
strike succ'.-ssful? We think so. We 
think also that those fanatics who are 
advertising 
their intention to dis 


criminate against the members of a 
political party which constitutes more 
than onc-liaU of the people of the 
United States are preparing a day o 
judgment for themselves .which wil 
be most unpleasant when it arrives.— 
N. Y. Post.

Fabrics of 
Ilotli SJiiteriala Cnlorcil In 


Conitjiuntion. 


A writer in the Industrie Textile 


describes an improved process for dye- 
jug wool and silk combinations^'in 
which the piece to be treated is pre- 
pared in a boiling neutral solution of 
biehrouiP-te of soda, and rinsed, leaving' 
the 
wool fiber only charged with, 


chromic acid, and consequently in a 
condition to fix basic amines by oxida- 
tion—thus, 
the cloth being taken 


through a solution of sinaline salt, the 
silk 
becomes but slightly stained 


while 
the wool fiber assumes an 


emerald green color; a second bath of 
neutral chromatic dyes the wool blue, 
nnd does not affect the silk fiber; and 
consecutive and repeated runs through 
chromatic acid and dilute water lead 
up to a black on the one and preserve 
white on the other fiber; further if 
naphthylamine bo taken in place of 
analine, a combination of white and 
blue, garnet, and other mode colors is 
the result, and subsequently the silk 
may be filled up with suitable dye. 


Another improvement in this line is 


that by which a superior fast black on 
silk is obtained; the silk is first bot- 
tomed with Prussian' bine, then mor- 
danted with tannic acidor catcchoand 
tin, and topped with alizarine, flavo- 
purporine or anthu-purpurinein a soap 
bath; tlie color is fauch faster than a 
losrwoocLb.lack._
